sessions. 
“The decision to ban all 
cam eras and prohibit the 
taking of news pictures is a 
m alicious 
act 
without 
foundation in any law," the 
Sigma Delta Chi board of 
directors said in a resolution 
issued Thursday. 
“We urge all news media 
to 
send 
cam eram en 
and 
photographers to the court’s 
next 
meeting 
at 
9 
a m . 
Monday in McKinney,” the 
resolution urges. 
“ The 


public must be made aware 
that 
the 
Collin 
County 
commissioners are taking 
numerous steps, including 
violation of the Texas Open 
Meetings Law. to keep their 
activities secret and 
to 
suppress the citizens’ right 
to know the truth 
about 
county government." 
The 
b o ard 
also 
unanimously 
commended 
the Plano Star-Courier and 
the 
M cKinney 
C ourier- 
G azette 
for 
“ their 
courageous and determined 
effort to protect the people’s 
right (to know ) and to insure 
freedom 
of 
access 
to 
government activities.’ 


T h e 
c o m m is s i o n e r s ' 
decision to ban cam eras and 
picture taking, except by 
explicit permission of the 
court, cam e as somewhat of 
a surprise in their Monday 
meeting. 


Only last week the com­ 
m issioners discussed the

A split in the ranks of the 
independent truck 
drivers 
over 
a c ce p ta n ce

government settlement offer 
today triggered new' violence 
in the nine-day-old drivers’ 
strike. 
Even so. there were in­ 
dications that more trucks 
w-ere on tile road than at any 
time this week and that 
truck-stop business w as 
returning to normal. 
Two truck drivers were 
shot 
and 
wounded, 
one 
critically , in Ohio early 
today. In Pennsylvania, a 
truck traveling on Route 22 
near 
H ollidaysburg w as 
struck by a bullet fired from 
a passing car. 
The slug 


failed to penetrate the cab 
and the driver was not in­ 
jured. 
The Mississippi Highway 
Patrol reported three trucks 
fired on during the night 
Two lumber trucks were hit 
by bullets and a third one 
was fired on by two white 
men arm ed with shotguns. 
No one was injured. 
Two drivers have been 
killed thus far as a result of 
violence connected with the 
strike by drivers for lower 
fuel costs and higher freight 
rates. One driver was shot to 
death and the other was 
killed when a rock thrown 
through the windshield of his 
truck caused him to lose 
control and crash.

Self-help talks groups can 
be found through contact 
with local Mental Health- 
Mental Retardation Centers.

Such constructive 
activity often does wonders

desirable.” 
“ You have to deal with the 
family as a whole unit when 
there is a special child in the 
family,”

This m eans that attention 
must be paid to the child’s 
brothers and sisters. 
“ First you must establish 
a helping relationship within 
the family,” says Gotts. “ It 
starts by being honest with 
the special child's brothers 
and sisters in 
their own 
language, using words the> 
can understand. I won’t kid 
you, though. That takes a lot 
of time and explanation. 
“ Parents need 
to com­ 
m u n icate to th e ir other 
children that they have no 


more love for the special 
child than they do for them.'

reliant, and they need to 
know that the amity must 
work it out together, but the 
entire thing should not be 
presented as a burden.
